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Thieves steal boat 
from the harbour 


A BOAT has been 
stolen from Lyme Regis 
harbour in what is 
thought to be the first 
theft of its kind ever to 
happen in the town. 

The four-metre, engine 
powered Orkney Spinner 
boat, named “Matisse”, is 
thought to have gone miss¬ 
ing between Sunday, Au¬ 
gust 28th and Saturday, 
September 3rd. It was offi¬ 
cially reported missing by

owner Pete Hackett on 
Sunday. 

Mr Hackett has owned 
“Matisse”, which would 
cost about £2,000 to re¬ 
place, for seven years. He 
used the boat for mackerel 
fishing and taking his 
friends and family to sea. 

He said: “It’s disappoint¬ 
ing and I’m obviously 
upset. It’s a shame for 


Lyme Regis and I know 
it’s not very good publicity 
for the town but I think 
people should know, and 
perhaps someone saw it 
happening.” 

Thefts of items on boats 
have previously taken 
place but harbourmaster 
Graeme Forshaw said this 
was the first time he had 
heard of an actual boat 


being stolen from the har¬ 
bour. 

He said: “It’s a very rare 
occurrence, very unfortu¬ 
nate and we feel for Mr 
Hackett.” 

Mr Forshaw had recently 
taken photos of two men 
acting suspiciously around 
the harbour. They had been 
camping on the beach and 
were seen walking in the 
harbour at low tide looking 
in boats, including Mr 
Hackett’s. 


Mariners £ 
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The harbourmaster said 
he did not know if these 
were the same people who 
had stolen the boat but had 
passed the photos on to the 
police. The harbour CCTV 
is also being looked at but 
Mr Forshaw said this was 
a “long task”. 

He added: “Someone 
would need a lot of re¬ 
sources and be very deter¬ 
mined to steal a boat. 
Ultimately, I think it will 
turn up somewhere as the 
marine police have been 
informed and they will be 
looking out for it.”

In securing a 16-seat ma¬ 
jority at West Dorset, 
Michael Robinson also 
won the Marshwood Vale 
seat and Gillian Summers, 
the district council chair¬ 
man, being returned in the 
Chideock ward. 

Special guests at the 
party were county council¬ 
lor David Crowhurst, 
chairman of the West 
Dorset Conservative Asso¬ 
ciation, and Councillor 
Robert Gould, leader of 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil. 

They were welcomed by 
Mr Eric Tomlinson, chair¬ 
man of the Lyme Regis 
branch of the Conservative 
Association, who re¬ 
minded the assembled 
party supporters that in 
2010 they were able to cel-

ebrate the return to parlia¬ 
ment of Oliver Letwin 
with an increased majority. 

Now, in 2011, they were 
celebrating the election of 
32 Conservative council¬ 
lors to the district council 
with all seats in and 
around Lyme Regis occu¬ 
pied by Tories. 

This meant that all four 
tiers of government lo¬ 
cally (including the EU) 
were controlled by the 
Conservatives for the first 
time. 

Fantastic job 

The party was also ad¬ 
dressed by Councillor 
Gould who praised the 
branch for doing “a fantas¬ 
tic job” in and around 
Lyme Regis during last 
May’s elections to produce 
“such wonderful results”. 

He congratulated Daryl 
Turner and George 
Symonds for winning the 
two Lyme seats on the dis¬ 
trict council, as well as 
Jane Bremner’s Char- 
mouth victory, describing 
Councillor Turner as “the 
champion of Lyme Regis”. 

He told the gathering: 
“When I took over as 
leader of the district coun¬ 
cil we had a majority of 
just one but the problems 
of handling a bigger ma¬ 
jority is much preferred, 
especially with such a high 
calibre of councillors who 
will take a key role in tak¬ 
ing the district forward in 
all we want to acheive for 
West Dorset, which is very 
exciting.” 


Councillor Gould spoke 
of the difficult financial 
situation nationally and the 
resultant “huge squeeze” 
on local government 
spending. 

West Dorset’s budget 
had been cut by 25 per 
cent over the next two 
years. 

He described this as “a 
terrific amount” but the 
council had been planning 
for the expected cuts with 
a package of measures to 
reduce costs without af¬ 
fecting front-line services. 

Councillor Gould out¬ 
lined the three main areas 
where savings were being 
achieved - £2 milllion by 
sharing services and senior 
officers with Weymouth 
and Portland Borough 
Council; the delivery of 
more efficient services 
which was saving £1 mil¬ 
lion; and savings which 
would come from the 
building of new offices in 
Dorchester. 

Such measures would 
enable the district council 
to continue supporting 
services such as the Lyme 
Regis Musuem. 

Councillor Gould con¬ 
cluded: “There is a huge 
amount of work to do but 
this tremendous new team 
will be enthusiastically ris¬ 
ing to this challenge.” 

In thanking Councillor 
Gould for his address, Mr 
Tomlinson commented: 
“In Robert Gould we have 
a strong pair of hands on 
the tiller.”

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Grace says goodbye 
to Lyme lifeboat crew 


LYME Regis lifeboat crew member, Grace Wadsworth, 
19, was given the traditional farewell at the end of her 
final training session last week before going to univer¬ 
sity. 

As she returned to the harbour aboard the "Pearl of 
Dorset", her crew mates waited to soak her with a hose 
pipe, flour and eggs. 

Grace will temporarily leave the lifeboat crew later 
this month to study geology at the University of 
Portsmouth. 


She first joined the volunteers at the lifeboat station 
aged just 14 as part of her Duke of Edinburgh Award 
Scheme. The teen later became Lyme's first female crew 
member, as well as Britain's youngest ever sea-going 
member when she turned 17, taking the title from 
schoolmate Ritchie Durrant, who turned 17 just two 
weeks before. 

Grace, whose father, Tim, is also a crew member, will 
keep in touch with the lifeboat crew during university 
holidays.

They raised £423 and were invited to the lifeboat sta¬ 


tion to present the money to lifeboat operations man¬ 
ager, Grahame Forshaw. 

Iris could not attend, but Mr Forshaw told Lily and 
Alfie: "You should be very proud of yourselves. You 
have set a marvellous example to others and we are 
very grateful for your efforts for the lifeboat charity, par¬ 
ticularly following your disappointment when your first 
collection was stolen."

The main job of the

Very few locals 
pop into the central 
pavilion and one or two 
of the more grumpy ones 
are a bit negative about 
the shelters, especially 
the £L3m cost. Perhaps 
an afternoon’s volun¬ 
teering might give them 
a different perspective 
about the potential of 
the shelters as a long 
term tourist attraction. 

One regular visitor to 
Lyme has just walked 
into the pavilion, prais¬ 
ing the design and say¬ 
ing he thinks it will be 
“award-winning archi¬ 
tecture”. Many others 
have been complimen¬ 
tary as well. 

As with all develop¬ 
ments of this size, there 
are a few niggling mat¬ 
ters that need address¬ 
ing by the council but 
the overwhelming view 
of those who visit the 
pavilion is that the shel¬ 
ters are a great asset to 
our town.

IN a series of articles running up to Lyme Regis Arts- 
Fest (September 17th to 25th), Anthea Simmons dis¬ 
covers the fascinating back stories behind some of 
the artists taking part. 

This week she meets PAM ALLSOP, whose evoca¬ 
tive mixed media paintings will be on display in 
Rummage, Serendip Bookshop and Lai Quilla Indian 
Restaurant during the festival. 


■WHAT is the history of your involvement in the arts? 

I had done watercolour and drawing classes while work¬ 
ing in London years ago. However, when I moved to Lyme 
in 2005 I had more time to devote to art. I lived in a chalet 
overlooking the bay. How could I not be inspired? Those 
fantastic dawn skies, the light playing on the sea -1 was 
overwhelmed by the compulsion to paint. 

I painted solidly for days, dreadful pieces! I would cringe 
to see them now but I know it was all part of the process. 
I had to go through that to get to where I am now and it 
never stops, you keep moving on and developing. Art is 
very much about changing and growing. I work very early 
in the morning because that is when I feel my creative en¬ 
ergies are at their peak and I'm not hindered by the dis¬ 
tractions of daily life. 

I joined a number of classes to explore different tech¬ 
niques, including Kat Swann's life classes in Seaton. I also 
worked with Linda Whiteman and Lynda White and had 
mentoring with Christine Allison, which was invaluable 
when I received a commission to provide images for a 
book, "Symptom as Symbol: A Language of theTransper- 
sonal". I was excited, flattered and, I admit, scared.The 14 
pieces are the result of working with mixed media and ex¬ 
perimenting with paper, paint and tissue until the fin¬ 
ished pictures emerged as if by some alchemic process. It 
was challenging but fun. 

■ WHY Lyme and what did you do before you came 
here? 

I went to the USA in the 60s and lived in New York and 
California, only returning to the UK as my father was very 
ill. I met my husband, got married and worked in person¬ 
nel in Esso Petroleum and then Exxon's head office in Lon¬ 
don. I then became a UKCP registered transpersonal 


psychotherapist and later 
qualified as a deep memory 
process therapist. I also de¬ 
veloped an interest in life 
coaching. I found that my 
skills were very much in de¬ 
mand in the business world, 
where people began to 
sense that there was some¬ 
thing fundamental missing 
from their lives, which, in 
material terms, were about 
as good as it got. But it was¬ 
n't all about the corporate 
world. I also ran workshops 
for unemployed people in 
Hackney. 

And why Lyme? I went to 
swim with dolphins in 
Hawaii and that triggered a 
real compulsion to be by 
the sea. I had only been to 
Lyme once before but I just 
could not get it out of my 
head. I knew I had to come 
here. My London friends 
were flabbergasted! Why leave London where I had a 
thriving private practice? I just knew it was right for me 
and I am so happy here. It is such a special place with 
tremendous creative energy. 

■ WHAT are your sources of inspiration? 

I am inspired by colour and light.That's why I love the Im¬ 
pressionists so much. I have loved them since I was a 
child. When I started my own work I was very much in¬ 
spired by Mike Bernard who mixes collage and paint so 
wonderfully. I love Kurt Jackson's work - the colours and 
the energy. Similarly, Stuart Edmondson, a Devon artist 
who paints outdoors and incorporates whatever the 
weather throws at him. I love work with a sense of mys¬ 
tery, something to be discovered by the viewer and these 
artists go way beyond the purely representational. 

■ IF you could own any work of art and spend a week¬ 
end in any gallery, what would you choose?

I'd love to own Monet's"Water Lilies".That painting moves 
me deeply. And I'd love to spend a weekend in his garden 
at Giverney in spring. 


■ HOW long have you been involved in ArtsFest and 
how would you like to see the event develop? 

I've been involved for four years. It's wonderful that there 
is an event which involves pretty much everyone in Lyme. 

I would like to see more young artists involved and it re¬ 
ally would be great to have a show all along the railings 
on the seafront, like the Sunday morning shows round 
Hyde Park and Bayswater Road. 

■ WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's 
event? 

I know everyone says it, but the buzz around town is great 
and I love it! Beyond that, I am determined to get around 
the open studios. The variety of work is so exciting and in¬ 
spiring. I am really looking forward to hearing SaxSation 
on Sunday 18th. I met Carolyn Fry through swimming! 
When I heard that they just got together and played in a 
field, I knew we had to have them here at ArtsFest! What 
a fantastic group of women! 

I'll also be going to Hugh Dunford-Wood's film evening 
and doing Christine's dawn sketching again on Saturday 
24th. I thoroughly enjoyed it last year. I will also be sure 
to go and hear the organist in St Michael's playing that 
fabulous organ.

Jackson grew up in southern Oregon also in a 
musical family.

Former West Dorset MP to appear on BBC2 programme 

MOST people under the age of 80 take their views of the LDV (Local Defence Volunteers), 
otherwise known as the Home Guard from the antics seen through the ever popular TV 
programme "Dad's Army". 

Former West Dorset MP Sir James Spicer believes the reality is totally different. 

He said: "Once rifles arrived (mostly from the USA), I am sure that if Hitler had invaded 
in 1940, we would have used them to good effect. 

"Why do I say that? Because in 1940, at the age of 14 - adjusted to 16 -1 served in a com¬ 
mando platoon of the Home Guard just outside London. I was the youngest by far in that 
unit, as most of the others had seen active service in the First World War and were mostly 
in their early 40s. 

"Our role in and around London would have been 
to engage German Parachute troops. Had they landed 
we would have given a good account of ourselves. 

The situation in Dorset was quite different. Evidence 
uncovered since the war shows that a major German 
force would have landed in the Lyme Regis area and 
then pushed inland. 

"Pillboxes covered our beaches and further inland 
Stay Behind Units were formed with orders to attack 
and sabotage. We had one such team in Beaminster. 

So, although we might have lost in the end, I believe 
we would have given a good account of ourselves." 

Sir James said it was against this background that 
he was delighted when the BBC asked him and oth¬ 
ers to remember those stirring times in a pro¬ 
gramme called "Reel History of Britain". It is to be 
shown on September 12th on BBC2 at 6.30pm.

THE WATERMILL 

All the old men are gone who could recall

Only a forlorn window breaches 
The place where once the millstones 
Clenched the com in rough embraces. 

Yet up there at the valley head when rain has filled 
The leat, the race begins again to trace its bed, 
Tumbling replete downhill, and the old waterwheel, 
Still stalwart against the granite wall, 
Creaks slowly into life. 

Then its rackety rhythm wakens the night -

THE festival has been held for fifteen glorious years in all kinds of weather: Fair, 
foul and indifferent but only missing one year because of the threat of foot and 
mouth. It was originally started by a committee of Powerstock locals to raise 
money for Powerstock School, Powerstock Hut and the Weir Sports Club. In re¬ 
cent years the festival has expanded and now donates to other charities as well. 

Eggardon Hill is an Iron Age hill-fort about four miles east of Bridport in Dorset. 
Built on chalk upland, it has spectacular views and on a clear day you can see 
across Lyme Bay to South Devon and Start Point. Around 43AD, the Romans 
forcibly removed the Iron-age dwellers from Eggardon. 

In the 18th century, it was planted with a stand of pines, which are thought to 
have acted as a navigational aid for the boats belonging to the notorious Dorset 
smuggler Isaac Gullivor, who lived at Eggardon Farm. Since those days, sheep 
and cattle have enjoyed the views whilst grazing undisturbed except for the an¬ 
nual visit of the festival goers.

£7,091.38. The top price 
quoted was just over £9700. 

This particular search - 
made on a popular price 
comparison site - was for 
the fictional Tom Stevens', 
with a date of birth of the 
03/03/1994. He has held a 
full licence for one month, 


and was requesting insur¬ 
ance on a 2007 1.11 Kia Pi- 
canto. He lives in the London 
Borough of Richmond upon 
Thames and claimed the car 
would be parked on the 
road. He has no previous 
claims or convictions and is 
in full-time education with a 
part-time job, and requested 
cover just for'social'use. 

Once Tom had been driv¬ 
ing for a year, his cheapest 
quote dropped to £2528.55, 
on an otherwise like-for-like 
basis. 

1AM director of policy and 
research Neil Greig said: 
"Young drivers can only 
learn safer driving by prac¬ 


tising it, but huge insurance 
premiums risk pricing them 
off the road. The challenge 
for the government, the in¬ 
surance industry and road 
safety experts is how to bal¬ 
ance the need for experi¬ 
ence with the very real risk 
that young drivers pose to 
themselves and other road 
users.

Double tops for Lillington, Blake and Thorne 



TWO days of championship hill climbing 
saw a number of drivers net double victo¬ 
ries at Wiscombe Park. 

Chard's Stewart Lillington exhibited good 
pace during the Saturday meeting but 
when he left the track and deposited his 
two-litre Vauxhall Astra amongst the rhodo¬ 
dendrons all might have been lost with his 
father Phil destined to take the win.

Manager Brendon King was dealt a blow just before kick 
off when Ron Wolleaston had to be replaced by Richard 
Marshallsay. 

The former Chelsea midfielder had been ill overnight 
with sickness and diarrhoea and after taking part in the 
warm up decided to withdraw. 

King included Mark Peters, the 39-year-old former St Al¬ 
bans player/assistant manager who joined the Terras on 
non-contract terms on Friday; the defender playing along¬ 
side captain Ben Gerring and Sam Poole in a 3-5-2 forma¬ 
tion. 

Neither side appeared able to put two passes together 
in the opening minutes and it was perhaps synonymous 
of the game that it was an awful blunder by Stephen Reed 
that saw the first goalmouth action and gifted the visitors 
their first goal on 16 minutes. 

Josh Quaynor was rightly penalised for a foul close to the 
corner flag on the right side of goal and duly formed the 
one-man wall to block Reed's proposed inswinging left 
foot kick. Although the Robin's player was not stood the 
full 10-yards from the ball, Reed's kick never really got off 
the ground and struck Quaynor on the shoulder. 

He reacted quickest and played a diagonal ball into the 
centre circle where Kevin Spencer was too quick for Peters 
and poked the ball past him.The tall midfielder then drove 
down the right wing before cutting the ball across the 
goalmouth from the byeline to give Marcus Palmer the eas¬ 
iest of tap-ins at the far post. 

Three minutes later theTerras could have been two down 
when left wing back Jamie Hyde in acres of space ran to 
the byeline before cutting the ball back for Palmer, but he 
couldn't get enough on it and gave Nick Jordan an easy 
save. 

Poole was book for a clumsy tackle on Spencer on the 
half hour, before the Weymouth defence were caught out 
by a ball played through the middle a minute later. The 


whole home defence including Jordan, who stood rooted 
on his 6-yard-line, appealed for offside as Palmer ran on un¬ 
opposed but fortunately the striker somehow poked his 
shot just the wrong side of the right hand post. 

Weymouth equalised on 34 minutes with what was also 
their first foray on goal. Warren Byerley who had a quiet 
game by his standards flicked on a ball to Marshallsay 
whose 16-yard volley was brilliantly beaten away by Robins 
keeper Dave Adey for a corner. 

A defender headed Reed's corner away to the angle of 
the penalty box where Spencer inexplicably barged into 
the back of Gerring as he went to recover the ball to con¬ 
cede a penalty. Byerley despatched the spot kick with 
aplomb. 

This lifted theTerras and two minutes later they took the 
lead following another corner, conceded when Matt 
Groves attempted cross rebounded off Andy Jones'face. 
This time Marshallsay rose at the far post to head home 
powerfully from close-in. 

A minute before the break Marshallsay was booked for a 
late tackle, and as the teams left the field both Robins skip¬ 
per Wayne Daniel and Spencer were booked by referee An- 
drewTurner, the latter it would appear complaining about 
the penalty decision. 

Evesham despite being a poor side themselves came out 
with a bit more purpose after the interval, and they should 
have equalised seven minutes in when the Weymouth de¬ 
fence failed to pick up Spencer as he ran unchallenged to 
meet Simon Fitter's free kick from the left touchline. Fortu¬ 
nately he failed to get a touch on what was a free header 
at goal from six-yards. 

However four minutes later they did not miss with an¬ 
other gift; the unmarked Jones thundering home a header 
from Fitter's corner kick from close range to square the 
scores. 

Soon after Byerley jinked his way to the byeline but his 
dink was just too high for the inrushing Groves and Mar¬ 
shallsay. 

The equaliser had lifted Evesham though, and they 
began running the show after this, and had enough 
chances to have taken all three points as Weymouth wilted. 

Daniel had a header blocked on the line from Fitter's cor¬ 
ner, and another of his flag kicks passed right across the 
goal with no one on hand to get the vital touch, before Jor¬ 
dan produced a top drawer save, blocking Craig Wilding's 
effort from close range after Quaynor had been allowed to 
run in the box and set him up. 

The last ten minutes saw both sides withdraw and hang 
on to their point. Weymouth will be thankful to have held 
on to one, whilst Evesham will have realised despite their 
second half superiority it was a good point away from 
home against a fellow struggles 

This really was a game that Weymouth could and need 
to win if they are to make progress up the table. 

A minute's applause was held before the match as a mark 
of respect for Spencer Bates, a follower of the Terras who 
sadly passed away on Wednesday. Spencer raised over 
£40,000 in aid of Motor-Neurone Disease. His eight-year- 
old son Samuel bravely acted as mascot for the game and 
joined the applause in memory of his father.
